SAN FRA.NOISOO, Jan., 26.—The bark, 


"City of Papeete," arrived Saturday 
from Tahiti Islands.

The inno- 
cent chicken knew not when it stepped 
upon the forbidden ground that it wan 
opening up hostilities between these 
two parties, bnt such was the case, for 
its owner was immediately ordered off 
the lot.

Tuok«rsaid the strike on the Chicago 
and Erie road was wholly due to the 
men being misinformed as to the inten- 
tions of the company. Pledges have 
been given by the company not to dis- 
charge any of the employes except for 
cause, as in the case of Scott. The fact 
of any of the men being member* of 
any labor organization is not.to preju- 
dice them in the eyes of the company. 


An employe of the company is respon- 


sible for the statement that the head 
qu irters of the road now located at 
Huntington, together with the repair 
shops, will be removed to that city. 
The reason given for the removal is that 
the company was displeased at the man 
ifes'ations of sympathy made by the 
citizens of Huntington wite the strikers. 


OUR B. R. y. M. o. A. 


Secretary J. W. Barns, in the man- 


agement of the railroad branch of the 
Young Men's Christian association in 
this city, is meeting with a success 
which, compared with that of similar in- 
stitutions elsewhere, might be called 
phenomenal. In fact, the Fort Wayne 
branch is praotioally the only one in the 
state. At Indianapolis the outlook is 
very discouraging, and a le=s enthusiastic 
and energetic man than Secretary Wm. 
Jackson would have long ago given up 
in despair. He, however, states that he 
has not yet abandoned all hope of estab- 
lishing a handsome and well supported 
branch in that city.
